NATIVE OPPUSITION. 


Dr. Frich Zugmayor, who recently concluded 
a notable expedition in ‘Tibo!, has strived in 
Europe, boving travelled vil Kashmir and 
Bombay, ‘The oxplorer ia gratified with the 
rowult of hin expedition, which waa a great:

Up to 1&30, or thereabouts, 
the Crown Colonies had cach thoir Agent also, 
bat for individual agencios was gradually sub- | 
stituted a large public department whose affnirs 
have beon much discussed litely. The oflice of 
the Crown Agenis fer the Colonies, though 
under the Colonial. Office, costa Great Britain 
nothing, aud its affsirs therefore do net. come 
“before Parliament” ” Itt ‘oat fa dafrayad this” 
Tho necessary expenditure being known, and 
a fair ideaexiating of the aggregate quantity. 
of business done. every year undor various 
heads, a scale of charges for this business bas 
been prepared by the Colonial OBioe—so much
